Gonclusively Setaria autumnalis Ohwi, based on the mature plant from Kyoto 
in the central Honshu and a weedy grass in the temperate E. Asia, is the same as 
S. Faberii Herrmann originally based on E. Faber’s Szechuan collection (no. 582- 
1182). Recently through the courtesy of Dr. K. H. Rechinger of the Vienna 
Herbarium, I took the fortune to examine the fragments of blade and panicle 
bearing spikelets from the type. Herrmann’s description was surely taken from young 
spikelets, and, therefore, Ied Dr. Ohwi to describe one and the same plant as new. 
Even the pilosity, shape and size of palea of the sterile floret, although they appear 
to be reliable, fluctuate very much according to individuais and the degree of 
maturity of spikelets. Gonsequently I am not slow to abandon S. autumnalis Oh¬ 
wi, currently used by the Japanese students, and to accept S. Faberii Herrm. for 
our common weed.
